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It is my particular privilege to briefly summarize and comment upon 
the events of the past year as they appear to have significance in the 
apparent betterment of the school. 

Not being at all familiar with the success of the school in its various 
fields of activity in previous years* it Is indeed difficult to assume that 
definite and distinct progress has been made this year. 

However, there are several rather significant and interesting changes 
and developments that should receive more than passing notice. 

In the field of Music and Dramatics there has been developed a very 
evident interest, as indicated by the success of the boys and girls chorus 
groups, and the large number of pupils who have participated in plays 
given this year. A Dramatic Club is also planned for next year, and judg- 
ing; from the numbers that have indicated a desire to join, the interest in 
this activity is genuine. The elections for next year show a corresponding 
increase in those interested in chorus work. The benefits to be derived 
from such participation are not confined to this department alone, but 
spread to other departments where willingness of students to come to the 
front as individuals is very evident. 

For the first time in many years the school was represented by a De- 
bating Club that won its way to the semi-finals in the state elimination 
contest. As several of the debaters are members of the first year class, 
the future seems to hold much promise of interest and success in this new 
activity, 

Aii attempt has also been made to raise the standard of the school by 
increased teaching efficiency, more rigid requirements in each subject, 
and an increase in the number of points required for giad nation. As yet 
it is too soon to make any prediction as to the result of the endeavor, but 
it seems fair to assume that special effort on the part of teachers and 
pupils will bring some desired results. 

To those in the graduating class who have taken an active part in 
the activities this year and to those who have contributed indirectly, the 
school can offer no more opportunities for active participation, but it is 
hoped that the lessons of cooperation and team work learned in school will 
continue to function in the problem of adjustment to Hfe which lies just 
ahead.

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FRESHMAN YEAR HISTORY, 



1928 — only four years ago! How quickly the days have passed since 
we entered High school. Then, it seemed to us as though it would he a 
long time before we would graduate. Now that we look back, those years 
seem but fleeting hours of yesterday, 

Monday afternoon, September t% 1928* the Freshmen and Sophomores 
assembled in the auditorium of the old High school. The Juniors and 
Seniors reported at Longfellow. It seemed strange to be divided, but with 
the excellent cooperation of students and teachers progress was made and 
many troublesome sit .nations overcome, as we had no large building* spa- 
cious gymnasium, or beautiful auditorium that we are now so proud to 
rail our own. 

In '28 It. H. 8.1 along with the numerous Freshmen, welcomed many 
new teachers. Miss Dorothy Newton, teacher of English, Miss Elsie 
Trevett, Commercial geography and business arithmetic, Mrs, Thomas 
Hart, elementary business, Mrs. Helen Doan, art, Mr, George McKenzie, 
supervisor of manual training Mr. Richard Hay den, physical director, and 
Mr. II . E. Turck, instructor of chemistry. 

The first scc>al function of our High school career was the Fresh- 
man Reception held October 19 in the assembly room at Meldon School. 
To many it was their first "big f * social event. We will all remember the 
good time the Seniors gave us, even though a few got slightly A\et. 

The first football scrimmage of the year was in the form of interclass 
rrames between the Seniors and Juniors, Sophomores and Freshmen. In 
the Sophomore-Freshman game the Sophs had the advantage of weight and 
experience, hut the hard fighting Frosh held them to a score of 6-u. 

Rutland had an exceptionally successful year in football winning six 
games out of seven. Fair Haven High school had the honor of conquering 
the undefeated Rutland eleven on Armistice Day alter a hard fought bat- 
tle. Hairy (Tubby) Kent started his football career representing the 
Freshman class in an excellent manner. 

In girls' field hockey a combined team of Seniors and Freshmen won 
the interclass games. Virginia Upton, Lucile Spaulding, and Genevieve 
Galak were the Frosh players. 

February 4, 1929, was the Red Letter Day in our history. After 
months of waiting, all classes were reunited in the New High school. What 
a thrill it was beginning that first day of regular work in a new building 
with everything so fresh and clean. How we promised ourselves to keep it 
just so perfect! How proud we were of our school library, our "Gym", 
and beautiful auditorium with a stage large enough for the full school or- 
chestra, Everyone was smiling and happy, especially the freshmen for 
didn't they have the honor of l>eing the first Freshman class in the New 
Rutland High School. 

Now we were able to organize a new system of student government, 
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the Student Council, the aim of which was to give the students a share 
of authority in their school affairs. In addition a Monitor Squad was 
appointed whereby the students supervised the traffic rules of the school. 
We owe our thanks to Mr, Ireland for our splendid system of student 
government, as he worked hard to make it the success it proved to he. 

With football and field hockey gone for another year, our thoughts 
turned to basketball and ice hockey. The latter being introduced into R. 
11. S. sports for the first time. The team under the able coaching of Mr. 
MeKenzie battled its way to the state championship. 

In '29 R. lb S, girls and boys made a record in basketball of which 
Rutland can well be proud. With a thrill that will be remembered by 
every fan present Captain Keefe led his Red and White squad on to the 
floor of the new Gym to play the first game Rutland ever played on a 
floor ah its own, and they were victorious over Bennington. 

In a sleet storm which covered the ground with a icy crust, the Efcrsl 
outdoor meet of the season \w»s held on the New School Grounds with 
room 214, a Freshman home room, winning first place. 

Coach McKenzie's Rutland High School Baseball team made a fine 
showing during our Freshman year, with Ray Knights bringing honor to 
the under-classmen. 

Mr. Purdy turned out the best tennis team in the state and a track 
team equally as good with Howard liyland an outstanding member of the 
team. 

For the first time in the history of the school a "Gym" team was de- 
veloped under the supervision of Coach Haydem Fred Snyder was the 
Plebe member of this Leaders* Corp, 

Thus with help of plays, assemblies, athletics, and other minor activi- 
ties to break the monotony of study, the happy days of our Freshman year 
sped swiftly on towards the second year when we would be Sophomores.

Late in the fall, Mr. Ireland, whom we had all grown to like and respect* 
tendered his resignation to the school board. The position of our good 
friend* however, has been completely filled by Mr. F. Harris Leavitt. 

We must not overlook the (Jills' Hockey team and Leaders' Corps* 
Many Sophomore giris participated in both of these organizations. 

With the approach of winter, our thoughts turned to basketball With 
the help of Delmer Dunvage and Roger Laird from our class, we won 
eleven out of seventeen scheduled games. In the annual Southern Ver- 
mont Tournament, which was held at the Armory, we succeded in defeat- 
ing Windsor after four overtime periods necessitated fay a tie score. Al- 
though we dropped the state championship to Burlington, we felt justly 
pi oud of "our team."

At the first meeting of the Senior Class we elected Han ley McGarry, 
president; Barbara Noyes, vice-president : Thelina McDonald, Secretary; 
and Joe Mumford, treasurer. 

With Norman Keith elected and inaugurated as president of the Stu- 
dent Council, we officially entered our last year as students of Rutland 
High school. 

With fall came football, and with such veterans as Keith, Kent, and 
Brislin to back his efforts, Coach Purdy built a team that came through 
a difficult schedule with comparative success, and ended the season with a 
smashing victory over Fair Haven* 

I remember our first social function that year — the Red and White 
Victory dance. Regardless of the fact that victory that day had gone to 
West Rutland, the dance was a real success. 

A short time after this, we chose Margaret MacGregor as chairman 
of the committee for the Freshman Reception, which took place in October, 
At this time the Freshmen were formally welcomed to the school 

In November the annual Senior Play was produced, Mr. Vanlderstine, 
our director, chose as the play "The Nut Farm," a three-act comedy. The 
play told the story of the Bents, Bob (Jack Ramp) and Helen (Betty 
Bucklin), and Helen's mother (Carolyn Woodfin) and younger brother 
(Charles Mason), who sell a prosperous business in Newark to go to Holly- 
wood, where Bob hopes to invest $30 T 000 in a nut farm, Hamilton T. Hol- 
land (Douglas McKay) and his crooked henchmen, Clarence Biddeford 
{Leonard Ro beige) and Harold Van Hor ton (Edmund O'Shea), through a 
fraud get Bob's money to make a motion picture starring Helen. The pic- 
ture is a flop, but with the help of Ezra Sliscomb (Kenneth Ellis) and 
his daughter Agatha (Ruth Ridlon), Willie, the younger brother, turns the 
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tables and makes the show .successful The play was attended by nearly 
2,000 people. 

In September two organizations new to the school made their appear- 
ance. These were both under faculty supervision. One oi" these was the 
Amateur Cinema Club, and the other, the Debate Club. The Cinema Club, 
under the direction of Mr. Leavitt, has sponsored several motion pictures 
in the auditorium. 

The debating team, the first in six years at Rutland High school 
went through their schedule losing only two contests, and participating in 
the state semi-finals. Douglas McKay. Eleanor Heidel, and Kenneth EUis 
were the senior members of the team. 

In February the dramatic production, "Remote Control," set a new 
precedent in the history of the High school— that of an all-school play. 
The cast, of whom eleven were Seniors, presented the mystery drama be- 
fore a large and very enthusiastic audience. 

The basketball team, coached by Mr. Purdy and captained by Jack 
Brislin. came through a heavy schedule winning a majority of their games, 
and participating in the Rotary tournament here, and the State tourna- 
ment in Burlington, 

During the winter months, we were represented by a hockey team 
which, while not official, won over all of the surrounding town teams. 
"Curly" Lamb, "Howdy" Morse, and "Pete" Euttei field all served with this 
band of warriors. 

The Senior girls were outstanding in the girls' branch of athletics. 
The Senior teams won all of the tournaments but volley-ball Six of the 
Senior girls won their school letters by attaining the necessary 750 points 
under the point system introduced in the school by the Girls 1 Coach, Miss 
Willis. Those who served as captains and managers on the various teams 
were: Ann Rutkowski, Elizabeth Sherman, Ruth Ridlon, Maiy O'Neil, and 
Martha Kimen. 

In April the Music Department presented the musical comedy, "Lady 
Behave." This was the work of Mr. Vanlderstine. who directed the pro- 
duction which was performed in a most professional manner. The cast 
included the following seniors: Margaret MacGregor, Fred Snyder, Ruth 
Ridlon, Leonard Roherge, Kenneth Ellis, Elizabeth Sherman, Helen Eddy, 
and Charles Mason. 

The arrival of Spring brought the baseball, tennis, and track teams 
out to practice. With a veteran senior outfield and Captain Normie Keith 
in the line-up, Coach MacKenzie built a baseball team that, through dean 
playing and hard work, won all but a few of their games. 

The tennis team under Mr. Purdy had a successful season with wins 
over Bennington, T. C. A. and other strong teams. 
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The 1932 track team participated in several dual meets in Rutland and 
at the State meet at North field. They lost only to Bellows Falls. 

The annual Junior Prom, the big social event of the Junior class, was 
held in May, The committee in charge was headed by George Chalmers. 
With music by the Middlebury Panthers, and colorful decorations, the 
dance was the social success of the season. 

But we are about to turn the last page in the history of High school 
life. And we shall rest secure in the knowledge that memory of our last 
year in Rutland High school, will always be a treasured one.

HANLEY McGARRY, 
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FOOTBALL— 1931-1932. 

The nation-wide depression of 1930 and 1931 apparently included the 
football fortunes of Rutland High school. After years of prosperity, which 
always found the Red and White at or near the top of the heap in Vermont 
scholastic foot! jail, a period of deflation has burst the bubble of invincibili- 
ty that had come to be regarded as inseparable from Rutland High's grid- 
iron activities. But even in this lowly estate we know that there was not 
a rival on our schedule who could afford to regard the 1931 team as a "set- 
up", or who won a game without knowing they had met a worthy foe. 

It was largely an inexperienced team that Rutland put on the field 
at the beginning of the season. The loss of Captain Laird at the very start 
removed the only real veteran in the line. Tn the backfield the situation 
was much better as regards experience, the co-captains Kent and Keith 
forming a fine nucleus of talent, hut a succession of injuries made it im- 
possible to put the same combination on the field in any two successive 
games. 

This lack of experience is reflected in the record of the team, which 
was marked by extremely erratic performances. One Saturday they would 
be "clicking*' and look like champions; the next week they would be ragged 
in evei'y department and be the despair of their coaches and supporters. 
In the first game against Mt. St. Joseph the team seemed to have great 
potential strength, but at Bellows Prills the process of disillusionment be- 
gan. Spaulding High school of Barre came to Rutland with a highly touted 
team but it was only by dint of some very lucky "breaks' 1 that they rolled 
up a score of tft-U. Spaulding was the better team but not that much bet- 
ter, and our team as a whole played creditable football. 

The game in Burlington was played in a downpour of rain that pre- 
vented good football being shown by either team. Against Springfield the 
team gave it's bast exhibition of the year only to relapse the next week 
against Lyndon Institute and again suffer defeat. In the team from 
West Rutland we faced the hardest opposition of the year and the fact 
that they managed to eke out a 7-0 victory was certainly no disgrace to 
Rutland, The final game of the year broke the succession of defeats that 
Fair Haven had meted out to us, and it was done so decisively that we 
should be optimistic to the point of feeling that here was the turning of 
the tide. It was Fair Haven that broke the long string of Rutland cham- 
pionships in 1928 — it would be only the reciprocity of nature to have the 
victory over that team in 1931 mark the upward turn of our football for- 
tunes of the future.

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BASKETBALL 1931-^2. 

It was the general consensus of opinion that the basketball team which 
represented Rutland High school during the past season was the best that 
the school has had in many years, and one of the best ever to wear the 
Red and White. The Tact that the team did not win the State Champion- 
ship calls for no apologies from anyone connected with the organization; 
the record of fifteen games won and only four lost during the regular 
schedule, finalists in the Southern Tournament and semi-finalists in the 
State Tourney is a record that any team might well be proud of. 

Employing an ironclad zone defense that often held the opposition to 
an irreducible minimum of floor baskets, and a slow deliberate type of 
offense that worked the ball through largely by means of set plays, the 
team gave many finished examples of scientific basketball In Captain 
Brislin the team had a leader of the highest type; his brilliant scoring 
shots were only a part of fine all-around playing qualities and yet it was 
his subordination of his own individuality that went far toward making the 
team the smooth working machine that it was. 

The highlights of the season were — the twelve successive victories 
starting with the first game and continuing well through midseason— the 
defeat of Burlington on their floor for the first time, and the later de- 
cisive victory by 27-8 at Rutland— the shutting out of Spauiding, the 
State Champions, without a floor basket and the perfection of the team's 
play in the game against the same team in the State Tournament, only 
to lose out in an overtime period— these and many other details will re- 
main in the memory of those who followed the fortunes of this great team 
for many years to come.

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CARLS' ATHLETICS IN RUTLAND HIGH SCHOOL 

In physical education and all education to-day, the stress is being 
laid upon the individual and the individual needs. 

The sporting- attitude of team play, fair play, group cooperation is 
what the girls to-day need to learn. They need it as a vital factor in 
adjustment to life after school. Therefore, we stress team sports on the 
girls' athletic program. 

Our sports program consists of inter-class competition in field hockey, 
basketball, volleyball, and baseball. From the beginning of school in 
September when the field hockey squads begin to practice, to the spring 
baseball series, there is plenty of enthusiasm among the girls, 

Our field hockey squad has grown in four years from a group of 
twenty-two girls to one of seventy-two girls who have shown enough in- 
terest to buy their own hockey sticks and to report regularly to practice. 
This year the seniors won the tournament and were not scored on in any 
game. 

Our first basketball tournament each winter is run on an inter-home 
room basis. We have usually over one hundred and fifty girls who play 
in this series. Following this come the inter-class games. Again the 
seniors have shown their athletic ability by winning this year. 

After Imsketball there seems to be a let-down, and a volleyball tourn- 
ament helps to keexi up enthusiasm among the girls until the baseball series 
are player! out of doors in May. 

The girls' insignia of awards are based upon the point system and are 
given for the following: Sportsmanship, Leadership, Class Teams, Hiking, 
Hygiene, and Athletic Achievements, 

Sportsmanship means sportsmanship in all school activities as well as 
in athletics. A girl may show leadership by acting as an official during 
the many contests, as captain or manager of her class teams, and by be- 
ing a squad leader in her physical education class. We have a well or- 
ganized Girls' Leaders Corps, We schedule five five-mile hikes during 
April and May each year. The Hygiene rules must be followed carefully 
for ten consecutive weeks. The athletic achievement tests are a series . 
of standard tests for skills which each girl must accomplish. 

The school letter is given to any girl who earns 750 points, and the 
class insignia to any girl who earns 551) points from the beginning of 
September to May 15th, 

The development of a spoils program for girls gives each girl an op- 
portunity to learn to play well at least one individual game for use in later 
life. The modern girl needs two things. She needs to be taught how to 
conserve her energy, and she needs to be given wholesome outlets for her 
energy. We are confident that our department meets both these needs.

The track team of 1932 was beset by a series of misfortunes that re- 
duced its point getting ability to a new low ebb. Ineligibility on account of 
age was the principal hindrance; it removed the Captain, Howard 1 1 viand, 
who was a sure point winner in any meet, and Charlie Chapleau, a veteran 
sprinter.

Having won the State Interscholastic Tournament every year 
in which there has been a contest, including the last three years, we might 
feel inclined to regard ourselves as invincible if we had not witnessed the 
pendulum of athletic victory swing against us in other snorts. 

However, even though we may not emerge triumphant again this year 
it seems probable that a continued success along more modest lines can be 
anticipated. With facilities superior to those of any other school in the 
State and with interest among the younger players at a high pitch, the in- 
dications are that tennis will remain on a high plane for a long time to 
come. 

Thus far this year the team has won from Middlebury High school, 
Troy Conference Academy and Bennington High. The only defeat has 
been at the hands of Clark School of Hanover. N. H. Matches have yet to 
lie played with Proctor. Burr and Burton Seminary and Middlebury at 

Middlebury. 

Of this year's team, Gel van, Morse, Conner, Matthews and Myatt are 
seniors. Their loss will be felt another year but the loss is not theirs — 
tennis is a game that does not end with one's school career, which makes it 
more worthwhile than many other games upon which we are apt to place 
more emphasis.
